It is a part of the function "of 


the City Court, of course, to han- 
dle such cases and equally the 
duty of the City Judge to hear and 
try them. 
However, there is a far rrjore 


important function' of the Court 
indaneven greater responsibility of 
the City Judge to the .people of our 
tity. He must be prepared to deal 
mth the problems of domestic re- 
lations, the pranks of mischievous 
youngsters, neighborhood disputes; 
these and numerous other matters 
Ktiich involve human relations. To

from a bewildered mother; her son 
had left home because.his father 
had objected to the' late hours he 
was - keeping; -the boy had been 
away for more than a week— 
neither parent had seen the boy 
during this time, didn't know 
where to find him or whom to turn 
for help. They realized instinctive- 
ly that it was-not a matter for 
the police and very' timidly she 
inquired of the-Court if there 
wasn't some way .that the Court 
could help her. It would.have been, 
easy to turn her away with,.a 
shrug of the shoulder, but here 
was a problem of human relations 
—of family relations—that re- 
quired understanding and pati- 
ence. All the details were obtained. 
[ had the father come in, talked at 
length with him. He realized his 
mistake, but didn't know how to 
approach the problem. With the 
sympathetic help and assistance of 
the Police Department, the boy 
was located, and asked to come in 
and talk with the Court. He did, 
father and son were brought to- 
gether, there was more discussion 
in the chambers of the Court. 
When they left, arm in arm, I' am 
sure they went with a better and 
more complete understanding and 
knowledge of one another.. The 
matter was followed up and I.un- 
derstand that there is happiness in 
:hat honie and family. At-the root 
of the trouble, was the boy's de- 
sire to leave school, and his fath- 
er's' anxiety for him to: continue 
with his education. The problem 
was solved by the boy agreeing to 
continue his education at night, 
while working during the day. 
I believe that those problems in- 


volving human values can be 
solved by meetings such as this. 
The small amount of time that 
was spent was well worth-the re- 
sults accomplished. 
: The Court can do a great deal 
in the prevention and avoidance of 
luvenile delinquency, which arises 
in many 'instances because of in- 
security in the home, financial dif- 
ficulties or family discord; many 
similar cases can be straightened 
out and adjusted before they ac- 
tually become cases for the chil- 
dren's court The City Judge 
should be concerned at all times 
with giving prompt and courteous 
consideration to these problems 
which constantly arise. To accom- 
plish this there must necessarily 
» harmony and close co-operation 
between the police department and 
other governmental agencies. 


To illustrate these 
problems 


further, during the past winter an 
honorably 
discharged 
veteran 
came.to the City Court. I was 
again sitting in the absence of the 
regular City Judge. The veteran 
was seeking assistance. It wu 
during the time of the coal short- 
age and he needed coal—needed it 
badly, since his wife was expecting 
a baby. It was not a question of 
seeking relief—he had sufficient 
money to pay for Ihe coal, but be- 
cause he had been in the service 


of'his country he was not a regu- 
lar customer of any of the coal 
companies .who were then hard 
pushed, to meet the demands al- 
ready being made upon them. It 
took a little patience and time of 
course to straighten the matter 
out, but in the end, however, the 
serviceman had his coal and the 
coal company had a new cus- 
tomber.'- . 
- 
I am also reminded of the men 


who recently came into court to 
talk'with me concerning an "in- 
law" problem. He appreciated and 
realized that what he needed was 
someone he could sit down with, 
privately, to discuss a pressing 
personal matter. He expected and 
was entitled to receive courteous', 
friendly; sympathetic understand- 
ing and advice.

Under our. City Charter, -the 
Sty Judge is required to designate 
le opening hour of the Court, 
/hen that hour has once been 
esignated, it is important that the 
udge observe it in order to main- 
ain the dignity of the Court. I 
ave made it a practice, when sit-

Tlio most totalitarian bill ever introduced In 


the Congress of the United States is S.1463 en- 
titled "A Bill lor the Development and Control of 
Atomic Energy" with its counterpart in the House 
of Hcprcscnlallvos. 11 Is totalitarian not only be- 
causu It wives the government total control over a 
commodity and Its processes of manufacture but 
even more because It reduces research, study, ex- 
perimentation lo an instrument of official decision 
and purpose and sets up penalties which place 
paralyzing impediments upon the pursuit of scien- 
tific truth. In spite of the instructions in the bill 
to the Atomic Knergy Commission not to interfere 
with scholarship nml scientific research In univer- 
sities, tire penalty for doing so Is prohibitively high, 
and any professor in Ills senses, should this bill bCi 
passed, would l>e wise to avoid even lecturing on 
the subject in his classroom. This Is a bill for the 
termination of higher courses in chemistry, physics 
and astrophysics In American universities. 


A commission Is to be appointed, to serve for 


nine years, by the President with the consent of 
the Senate. But not one word appears in the bill 
to Indicate what the qualifications of the commis- 
sioners are lo be. Is lie to be able to read a report 
on atomic energy 1 Will he understand a table of 
valences when he sees one? 
Does he know what 


causes the transmutation of uranium 
into Plu- 


tonium? 
Will he urasp the meaning of Einstein's 


hypotheses upon which this phase of science is 
based? Could he explain the concepts of matter 
and energy? Nothinc is said as to his preparation 
and background for the job—not even that he be 
a graduate of a univej-sily with majors in scientific 
subjects. 


Imagine Thomas Edison appearing before a 


commission of morons, whose only qualification is 
political orthodoxy, to explain why his design for 
an electric light is superior to the WJsbach man- 
tle, or Marconi or Alexanderson or DC Forest at- 
tempting to discuss radio in its early phases with 
Jamc-duck congressmen. What progress would we 
have made in sulpha or penicillin therapy if a li- 
cense had to be issued to I hose engaged in 
the 


deadly process of experimentation with 
the 
un- 


known, or, for that matter, how could we have 
obtained alloys or even plastics if the human mind 
could not take a perilous leap in the dark?

typhoon-battered 
island 
where 


some of the bitterest lighting of 
the Pacific war raged lias become 
the bottleneck for United States 
service men frantic 
to return 


home. 


Already It has been labeled by 


some as "the island of despair." 


As the war ended. Okinawa had 


become a huge staging base pre- 
paratory to invasion of Japan. The 
collapse of the Japanese left the 
island 
heavily populated 
with 


troops. 


Then, on October 9 and 10, a 


fierce typhoon sivept in from the 
sea, 
flattening 
quonset 
huts, 


smashing shipping, ripping ground- 
ed airplanes. An already serious 
transportation 
problem 
trebled 


overnight. 


Men here agree the typhoon not 


alone was the cause 
of 
their 


troubles, but it was obvious it 
greatly aggravated the entire sit- 
uation. The food question became 
acute. 
Parachuted rations were 


only a temporary alleviation. Loss 
of mail was considered an especial- 
ly hard blow by men anxious to 
hear from their wives and families. 


Food transport still is the big- 


gest problem facing harrassed au- 
thorities. At this base where hun- 
dreds of ships may be seen off- 
shore troops complain they are 
not getting enough to eat. 


The men aboard the ships are 


not faring too wel1 either. They 
ore subsisting mainly on mono- 
tonous diet rations. 


One soldier silting on a hunk 


in a leaky tent seemed to typify 
the frustration of the men on Ok- 
inawa. He had requested emer- 
gency leave a month before he- 
cause of the serious illness of his 
wife.

of Dewcy and a handful of news- 
men for nearly an hour.

handicaps were often better em- 
ployes, for thev concentrated on 
their jobs, worked hard and were 
aware of danger before it threat- 
ened them. 


Miss Donlon pointed out that 


employers' compensation rates did 
not go up in case a disabled em- 
ploye was injured. The risk was 
taken off their hands and placed 
with a special fund by the 
1944 


and 1945 legislatures. 


McGonegal received

Von Rundstedt, Kesselring 
Trial Sequence Is Reported 


Nuernberg, Oct. 26 MB—German 


Field Marshals Karl Rudolf Gerd 
von Rundsledt and Albert Kessel- 
ring will go-on trial for their lives 
as war criminals after the historic 
Nuernberg*trials are concluded," it 
was learned authoritatively today. 


Under the provisions of Appen- 


dix B of the'war crimes indictment 
handed down in Berlin October 18, 
trial is mandatory- for hoth von 
Rundstedt,. who 
planned 
the 


Christmas breakthrough in the 
Ardennes last year, and "Smiling 
Albert" Kesselring, whose stub- 
horn defensive tactics cost thou- 
sands of Allied lives in Italy. 


Appendix B refers to the general 


staff and hiyh command of the 
German armed forces. It speci- 
fically cites all officers who held 
German Army, Navy or Air Force 
supreme commands between Feb- 
ruary, 1938, and March, 1945. 


The four major powers who 


drew the indictment—the United 
States, Russia. Great Britain and 
Trance—maintain that all per- 
sons who held 
supreme com- 


mands assumed a major respon- 
sibility "for the planning, prcpara- 
.ion, initiation and waging of il- 


legal wars as set forth in counts 
one and two of the indictment, and 
for war crimes and crimes against 
humanity involved in the execution 
of the common plan or conspiracy 
set forth in counts throe and four 
of the Indictment." 


The fact that von Rundstedt 


and Kesselring were not Included 
in the original list of 24 indicted 
as war criminals doe's not'mean 
that they are regarded as any 
more or less guilty than the de- 
fendants already named, informed 
sources .said.
